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66-14-2.  Definitions.  The terms used in this article shall have the 

following meanings: 

(a) “Contact hour” means one clock-hour of not less than 50 

minutes. 

(b) “Continuing education activity” means an activity that 

enhances a licensee’s level of technical, professional, managerial, or 

ethical competence in order to further the goal of protecting the 

health, safety, and welfare of the public. 

(c) “Continuing education unit” (CEU) means a unit of credit 

customarily used for continuing education courses. 

(d) “Dual licensee” means a person who is licensed in two or more 

technical professions. 

(e) “Mentoring” means guiding or tutoring another individual in 

the areas of technical, professional, managerial, or ethical 

competence in the technical professions.  

(f) “Professional development hour” (PDH) means a unit of credit 

given by the board for participation in a continuing education activity 

as specified in this article. 

(g) “Sponsor” means an individual, organization, association, 

institution, or other entity that provides an educational offering for the 

purpose of fulfilling the continuing educational requirements of these 

regulations.
